(Continued from “page 1) 
plight to which these mistakes. 


or rather these sins, have 
brought Baptist leaders and the 
Baptist Denominational Program 
in Texas. This is not Dr. J. Fran 
Norris speaking, nor John R. 
Rice, nor any outside eritic, but 
Deacon M. H. Wolfe, a cooperat- 
ing Baptist, who jis calling for 
a new convention to be forme 
including all Baptists who wi} 
unite on the Word of God. 
We could not join his conven- 
tion. We believe there is no need 
for denominational organization, 
since they had none in Bible 
times. But we respect his opinion 
and give his article in full for 
what it is worth as a testimony 
of an honest Christian man, a 
reputable Baptist and a great 


‘business man. 


Brother Wolf’s article is a: 
follows: 
“The Misunderstandings of the 
Brethren 
“M. H. WOLFE, Dallas, Texas 
“A few days ago one of the 
leading Baptist Deacons in Texas 
came into my office and said, 
‘Mr. Wolfe, your new Baptist 
Convention suggestion would go 
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over without any trouble but 


some of the brethren don’t un- 
derstand you.’ 

“That statement leads us to 
believe we should analyze our 
‘misunderstandings’ with the 
hope it will help the cause of 
Baptist Unity. 

‘Our first ‘misunderstandin :’ 
came in 1916 when the Southern 
Baptist Convention met in Ash- 
ville, N. C. The records show 
that I offered an amendment to 
the Constitution of the Conven- 
tion to Gonsolidate all the boards 
of the Convention under one 
head, for the purpose of offi- 
ciency, economy, and to gsafe- 
guard the funds of the Conven- 
tion.’ 

“The Convention kindly ap- 
pointed a committee on ‘con 
solidation of the boards’. This 
committee met several times and 
I urged the point that-the vari- 
ous boards were spending a vast 
sum each year in overhead and 
otherwise, that could be saved, 
but above all the loose way the 
funds were being handled was 
sure to result in heavy losses, 
sooner or later. Some. members 
of the committeee could not ‘un- 
derstand me’ and frankly said 
so, and the consolidation failed. 
Since that time the  variova 
boards have lost by defalcations, 
stealage, etc., around two mii- 
lion dollars, and still some of 
the brethren can’t ‘understand 

“The next ‘misunderstanding’ 
came just after the Baptis's 
seventy-five million campaign. I 
put my best blood into the cam 
paign, making speeches all over 
the South. And in Texas from 
Amarillo to the Gulf, and fror: 
Texarkana .to El Paso, payins 
my own expenses everywhere. 
At the close of the campaizu 
about ninety million dollars had 
been pledged. At the meeting ir 
Atlanta, Ga., all of the States 
being represented. I was amorg 


| the Texans who made the solenin 


covenant as to hcew this money 
should be prorated, as received, 
among the various institutions 
and organizations, both State aud 
South-wide. When the division 
came the third vear one insti- 
tution had received $86,000.00 
more than its prorata part and 
I protested against it, but soi2e 
of the brethren couldn’t ‘un- 
derstand me’. The fifth year 
around six hundred thousand 
dollars had been diverted from 
the Home and Foreign Mission 
Boards to other institutions. i 
called this ‘rank violation of the 
principles on which the peuwpie 
gave the money’, but some oi 
‘he brethren could not ‘under- 
stand me’, And although not on 
dollar of this diverted funds hus 
ever been paid to the Mission 
Boards, still some of the breth- 
ren can’t ‘understand me’. 

“The next chief ‘misunder: 
standing’ came about 12 year 
sgo0 when Dr. Dow’s book on evo- 
lution was discovered in Baylor 
University. I was a Truste2 of 
Bayior University and _ insisted 
that both Dr. Dow and his Look 
and everything concerning ihe 
origin of man by evolution be 
removed from Baylor University, 
but some of the brethren cwul:l 
not ‘understand me’. Further- 
more, the management of the 
Baylor institutions at Dallas was 
running loose, each institution 
largely running its ewn boat. I 
tried to get installed a safe, eco- 
nomic organization covering al! 
of the allied institutions, the 
Medical College, the Dental Col- 
lege, the School of Pharmacy 
and the Hospital, under ore 
head, but some of the brethren 
could not ‘understand me’. Not 
willing to assume further re- 
sponsibility for the results I re- 
signed from the Baylor Universi- 
ty Board. The next year it was

“Some ten years ago the Hx 
ecutive Board of the Baptist Gen-= 
eral Convention adopted a des’ 
nominational policy that I cule 
‘ed at the time ‘denominational 
suicide’... With all my soul I pro-" 
tested that such a program wo.id* 
wreck everything Baptists had, 
including our mission work, At. 
that time our State mission of-— 
fering reached aroynd $350,00¢,- — 
00 a year, and we had over five © 
hundred missionaries preaching in 
every part of Texas. But some 
of the brethren could not ‘un-- 
derstand me’. Seeiug that I hai 
no chance ty render any valuable 
servic to the denomination TI © 
asked the nominating committee” 
of the Convention to leave me off 
the Executive Board. 


“Now we are fate to face wi'a 
the disaster and settling some 
of our debts at less than forty 
cents on the dollar, with som> 
of our institutions already in the 
hands of receivers, and our Mis- 
sionary work collapsed and in 
my desperate efforts to help save 
all we can of the wreck ani 
some day pay our debts at “ne 
hundred cents on the dollar, and, © 
especiaily, save the cause of Jesus 
Christ from untold hurt, some of 
the brethren still murmur ‘can’t 
understand you.”’ 


““However, the last faint hope 
is that when it all flashes on 
the canvas at the juigement day 
the scales will fall from the 
eyes, then some of the brethren 
will ‘understand.’ 


“Kindly pass this paper on to 
others to urge all Baptists to 
read the suggested new consti- 
tution in this issue and get ready 
for the new Convention about

There is NONE righteous, NO, NOT 
ONE: there is NONE that understandeth, 
there is NONE that seeketh after God. 
They are ALL gone out of the way, they 
are together hecome unprofitable; there

In verses 22 and 23 it is stated again that

Here is God’s simple way to be saved. You 
are a sinner, your heart is wrong, you cannot 
gave yourself, you are already condemned. The 
thing you are to do then, to be saved, is to 
simply trust the Lord Jesus with that matter, 
When you do trust Him, then you have God’s 
promise “thou shalt be saved.” 

I do not mean that’ you are simply to be- 
lieve that there is a God or that there is a 
Saviour. Devils believe that and tremble. 
(James 2:19). You can believe that a certain

The same thing is told in Galations 3:11 
which says: 

“But that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evident: for, 
The just shall live by faith.” 

Many, many scriptures repeat again and 
again that there is no Salvation through hu- 
man goodness.
